Second In Family 
While the Rings family lost out 
in two tries here, the story was 
entirely different for the Town­ 
send family of Anderson. Ind. For 


yesterday it was 13-year-old B ar­ 
ney Townsend who won five races 
to capture first prize of a $5,000 
college scholarship, a sightseeing 
tour of New York city and a trip 
to Pasadena, Calif., to participate 
in the

Tournament of Roses parade. 
Barney, brother of Terry Town­ 
send, who won the national cham p­ 


ionship two years ago, copped the 
crown by finishing a bare frac­ 
tional second in front of ace Ed­ 
ward Fogarty, 15, of Tampa, Fla., 
and .John Hesskamp.
